1.  Leased  Premises  Lessor,  La  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  by  Lessee,  the  royalties  herein  provided,  and  (he 
covenants,  agreements  and  obligations  of  Lessee  herein  contained,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  ajid  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth, 
hereby  leases  and  lets,  exclusively  unto  Lessee,  for  tlie  purpose  of  exploring,  drilling  for,  producing,  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  the 
land  in  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  described  in  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference  (and  referred  to  herein  as 
"Said  Land,"  the  "Property,"  or  the  "Leased  Premises").  The  Leased  Premises  shall  include  all  strips  and  gores,  streets,  easements, 
highways  and  alleyways  adjacent  thereto.

2.  Term.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  contained  herein,  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  terra  of  thirty-six  (36)  months  from  the  date 
hereof  (the  "primary  term''),  and  fir  as  long  thereafter  as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying 
quantities  from  the  Leased  Premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  thia  Lease  is  otherwise  maintained  in  effect  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  hereof. 

3.  Option  Clause.  Notwithstanding  anything  <o  the  contrary  herein,  Lessee  is  hereby  granted  die  exclusive  optian;  to  be  exercised 
prior  to  the  date  which  this.  Lease  or  any  portion  thereof  would  expire  in  accordance  with  its  terms  and  provisions,  of  emending  this 
Least:  for  an  additional  period  of  two  (2)  years  as  to  all  or  any  portion  of  the  acreage  of  the  Leased  Premises.

For  purpose  of  this  Lease,  'loit  and  gas*  .means  oil,  gas  and  other  liquid  and  other  gaseous  hydrocarbons  and 
their  constituent  elements  produced  through  a  well  bore.  *'Qil  includes  all  condensate,  distillate,  and  other  liquid  and  gaseous 
hydrocarbons  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Gas  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as  weil  as 
hydrocarbon  gases.

5.  Royalty.  Royalties  oo  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  fallows:  (a) 
for  oil  and  other  liquid  hydrocarbons  separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall  be  twenty  five  percent  (25%)  of  such

Similarly,  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substance  produced  and  saved  hereunder  which  are  sold  to  Lessee,  or  an  affiliate  of  Lessee,  royalties 
shall  be  paid  based  upon  the  market  value  of  the  prodticts  so  produced.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein,  in  no  event 
shall  anv  of  Lessor's  royalty  bear  any  part  of  the  costs  of  product'""  ^  a"v  post-nrodutnion  costs,  including  costs  of  lifting,  gathering 
dehydration,  compression,  separation,  delivery,  transportation,  manufacture,  processing,  treating  or  markuting,  or  for  construction, 
operation  or  depreciation  of  any  plant  or  other  facility  or  equipment  for  processing  or  treating  oil  or  gas  produced  from  the  leased

As  used  herein.  ^affiliate"  means  (i)  a  corporation,  joint  venture,  partnership  or  other  entity  that  owns  more  than  ten  percent  (i 0%)  of 
the  outstanding  voting  interest  of  Lessee  or  in  which  L&e&w  owns,  moie  than  ten  partem!  (10%)  of  thb  outstanding  voting  inffiivst;  to 
(ii>  s  corporation,  joint  venture,  partnership  or  other  entity  in  which,  together  with  Lessee  more  than  ten  percent  (10%)  of 'the 
outstanding  voting  interest  of  both  the  Lessee  and  the  other  corporation,  joint  venture  partnership  OT  other  entity  is  Dwnad  or 
controlled  by  the  same  person  or  group  of  persons. 

Lessee  Jriust  disburse  or  cause  to  be  disbursed  to  Lessor  irs  royalty  on  production  from  a  particular  well  not  later  than  one  hundred 
twenty  { 120)  days  after  the  end  of  the  month  following  first  delivery  of  gas  from  the  well  into  the  pipe-line.  Thereafter,  Lessee  must 
disburse  or  cause  to  be  disbursed  to  Lessor  by  the  last  day  of  each  month,  its  royalty  on  production  for  which  Lessee  received  payment 
in  the  preceding  month,  but  in  no  event  shall  royalty  be  paid  more  than  sixty  {60)  days  after  the  last  day  of  the  month  of  production.  If 
not  paid  when  due,  Lessor's  royalty  shall  bear  interest  at  the  maximum  lawful  rate  from  due  daw  until  paid,  which  amount  Lessee 
agrees  to  pay.

If  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  Ignds  pooled 
therewith  are  capable  of  producing  ail  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  in  paying  quantities,  bul  such  well  or  wells  are  either 
shut-;n  Or  productioii  [herefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  well  or  wells  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  m  paying 
quantities  for  ibe  purpose  of  maintaining  this  Lease,  A  well  that  has  been  drilled  but  not  traced  shall  be  deemed  incapable  of 
producing  in  paying  quantities.  If  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days  such  well  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom 
is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  Uvea  Lessee  shall  pay  a  quartwly  shut-in  royalty  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  per  acre  to  Lessor 
then  covered  by  this  Lease  on  or  before  the  end  of  said  ninety  (90)  day  period  and  thereafter  on  or  before  each  anniversary  of  the  end 
of  said  ninety  (90)  day  period  while  the  well  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee;  provided, 
however,  that  if  this  Lease  is  otherwise  being  maintained  by  operations,  or  if  production  is  being  sold  by  Lessee.

8.  HontinuoLis  Drilling  Obligations,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapaWe  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (a  ''dry  hole")  on  the 
Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  cease*  from  any 
cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then 
in  the  event  this  Lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall  nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  production 
for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production  on  the  Leased 
Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  completion  of  production  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  ninety  (90)  days

covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as  there  is  production  in  paying  quantities  from  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith. 
After  completion  of  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  hereunder,  Lessee  shall  drill  such  additional  wells  on  the  Leased 
Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  as  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  would  drill  under  the  same  or  similar  circumstances  (a)  to 
develop  the  Leased  Premises  as  to  formations  then  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  on;  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled 
therewith,  or  (b)  to  protect  the  Leased  Premises  from  uncompensated  drainage  by  any  well  or  wells  located  on  other  lands  not  pooled 
therewith.

°-.  Pooling,  Leasee  shall  have  the  right  but  not  -Jie  obligation  to  pool  all  of  the  Leased  Premises  or  interests  therein  with  any  other 
land*  or  interests,  and  as  to  any  or  all  substances  covered  by  this  lease,  either  bstbrt  or  after  the  commencement  of  production, 
whenever  Lessee  deems  it  necessary  or  proper  to  do  so  in  order  to  prudently  develop  or  operate  toe  Leased  Premises,  whether  or  not 
similar  pooling  authority  exisls  with  respect  to  such  other  lands  or  interests;  provided,  however,  thai  the  entire  Leased  Premises 
covered  by  this  Lease,  shall  be  included  in  any  unit  created  pursuant  to  the  pooling  authority  granted  herein.

In  exercising  its 
pooling  rights  hereunder,  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  first  production,  Lessee  shall  file  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the 
unit  and  statins  the  effective  date  of  pooling  -which  may  be  retroactive  ta  first  production.  In  the  avsnt  Lessor's  acreage  is  included  in 
a  wed,  all  of  Lessor's  acreage  shall  be  included.  Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  the 
Leased  Premises  shall  be  treated  as  if  il  were  production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  on  the  Leased  Premises,  except  that  the

Pooling  in  one  or  more  instances  shall  not  exhaust  Lessee's  pooling  rights  hereunder,  and  Lessee  shall  have  the  recurring  right  but  not 
the  obligation  to  revise  any  unit  formed  hereunder  by  Expansion  or  contraction  or  both,  either  before  or  after  commencement  of 
production,  in  order  to  conform  to  die  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  prescribed  or  permitted  by  the  governmental  authority  having 
jurisdiction,  or  to  conform  to  any  productive  acreage  extermination  made  by  such  governmental  authority.  In  making  such  a  revision.

Lessee  may,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  deliver  to  Lessor  a  File  of  record  written  release  or 
this  Lease  as  to  a  full  or  undivided  interest  in  all  or  any  portion  of  [he  area  covered  by  this  Lease  or  any  depths  or  zones  thereunder, 
and  shaiHheriiupon  be  relieved  of  all  oWigatioos  thereafter  arising  with  respect  to  the  interest  so  released  tf  Lessee  releases  all  or  an 
undivided  interest  in  less  than  all  of  the  area  covered  hereby.  Lessee's  obligation  to  pay  or  tender  shut-in  royalties  shall  be 
proportionately  reduced  m  accordance  with  rhe  not  acreage  interest  retained  hereunder,  in  any  event,  upon  termination  of  this  Lease, 
Lessee  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  deliver  to  Lessor  a  recorded  release  within  sixty  (60)  days  as  to  such  portion  or  portions  of  this 
Lease  which  have  terminated  under  the  terras  of  this  Lease.  S^ject  io  the  terms  of  paragraph  2  of  this  Lease,  upon  the  expiration  of 
the  primary  term  of  this  Lease,  upon  the  expiration  of  any  extension  or  renewal  of  the  primary  term,  or  after  cessation  of  production  as 
provided  herein,  whichever  occurs  last,  this  Lease  shall  terminate  as  to  all  rights  lying  one  biiadred  feet  (lOff)  below  either  (I)  the 
deepest  depth  drilled  in  any  well  drilled  on  the  .Leased  Premises  or  on  lands  pooled  therewith  or  (2)  the  stratigraphk  equivalent  of  the 
base  of  the  deepest  formation  producing  or  capable  of  producing  in  any  wall  drilled  on  the  Leased  Premise*  or  on  lands  pooled
